The Celestial Blement. 

To the Editor of the British Columbian. 

Sir,—The néw tariff has come upon us just in 
the way it shogld—that is without any previons 
warning, whereby astute merehants and monied 
speculators might, for @ length of time, have de- 
feated the ends of legislation by rushing in 
vast quantitiedof yoods previous to the law tak- 
ing effect, theréby not oily depriving the reve- 
nue of a large proportion of what‘it should col- 
lect in the regujar routine of importation, but also 
act unjestly to the smell dealer, who would not 
have the meang to take advantage of it. But 
while spproving of this wise arrangement on the 
part of the Government, and also of thé absence 
of any favoritism, whichis too often shown to 





particular individuals by secret. information in 


cases of this kind, I cannot help thinking that 
in some of the jitems of the new tariff the Gov- 
ernment have ghown rather a want of discrimina- 
tion and good jadgment. I refer to sume of the 
articles of consamption of a class of oar mining 
population—the Chinese—who at present are 
principally employed in working diggings that 
have been abandoned by white men as. unprofit- 
able. The average earnings, of the Chinese is 
very smal] indeed when compared with that of 
the white minet, and the amount of work they 
do throughout the year ; yet all the articles for 
their consumption are more heavily taxed than 
any others. Itis both impolitic and unjast to 
tax their staff of life, rice, so much higher than a 
like article for the consamption of the white man, 
flour: A good heavy tax on their Jnxuries is 
not at all objectionable, for when they are in a 
position to use these articles they are also able 
to pay for them, But, at the same time, we must 
not furget that avery large proportion of these 
people are at present working diggings that bare- 
ly afford them support, and that placing jan undue 
tax on their very necessaries of life is simply 
putting it out of their power to render prodac- 
tive what can never be made so by any other de- 
scription of labor. 

A duty has been placed on the article of opiam 
which, from its enormity, will defeat the ends of 
revenue. Little or no opium will be sent into 
the colony in the regular way of trede; bat it 
will be smuggled in such smell quantities at a 
time and in such a manner ag to escape detection. 
A duty of 20 per cent. on the article would un- 
doubtedly prodace a much larger revenue. Such 
a tremendous high tariff is in itself holding ont 
a premium tothe successful smuggler, in the 
same way as the tremendoos profits of success- 
fally running the blockade into the Confederate 
ports is sufficient indacement to overcome, the 
risk of capture.”  -/) | S@sticra.
